Second Public 


At a meeting of the District Board 
of Health of the Rosebud Health 
Unit on January 23, two resolutions 
were passed, One was the approving 
of the re-appointment of a second 
Public Health Nurse, and the other 
resolution approved the principle of 
use of chemical closets in schools 
where water closets are impractic- 
able. 

The quarterly report of the Rose- 
bud Health Unit from October 1 to 
December 31, 1950, was presented 
by Dr. J. G. Lishman, Medical Of- 
ficer of Health, who assumed his 
post on November 20, and this re- 
port in detail shows the operation of 
the Unit. 

The report also shows that the 
Rosebud Health Unit operated well 
within its budget during the past 
year, With the provincial govern- 
ment contributing $10,800 and the 
local governments $7,200 toward the 
expenses of the Unit. 

The staff of the local Health Unit 
consistes of Dr. F. John G. Lishman, 
M.D., medical officer of health; Miss 
Margaret A.K. Davis, Public Health 
Nurse; James H, Broomhall, Sani- 
tary Inspector; Mrs, Holly Petersen, 
secretary-technician, and David Ar- 
cher, janitor.
